(SEAL) To the inhabitants of the Town of Claremont, in the 
County of Sullivan, in said State, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the lower assembly room and 
the room above said assembly room, both in the Town Hall, in:said 
Town, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at eight o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

2. To elect one selectman who shall serve for three years. 

3. To choose a Board of Sewer Commissioners consisting of 
three members, one to hold office for three years, one for two years, 
and one for one year, in accordance with Section 10, Chapter 79 
of the Public Statutes, as amended by laws of 1923, Section 1,° 
Chapter 16. 

4. To choose a committee for Stevens High School for the en- 
suing year. 

5. To choose three members of the board of trustees of Fiske 
Free Library to serve for a term of three years. 

6. “To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates-at- 
Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, District Delegates, Alternate 
District Delegates to the National Conventions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating 
party candidates for President and Vice-President of the United 
States.” 

7. To see if the town, instead of electing by ballot one or more 
highway agents, will vote to instruct the selectmen to appoint an 
expert highway agent, to have the same power and perform the 
the same duties as a highway agent, if elected by the town in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 29, Section 3, of the Laws 
of 1893, as amended by Laws of 1913, Chapter 13, Section 1. This 
action to take effect from and after the annual meeting of 1925, 
and to continue in effect until the town shall otherwise vote. 

8. To see if the town will choose or appoint a committee of citi- 
zens to act as a committee of finance, whose duty it shall be to in- 
vestigate all proposed appropriations, previous to the next town 
meeting, and report their recommendations at said meeting. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to pay town officers for the fiscal year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1925. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for incidental expenses of the town for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1925. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges including State 
Aid Maintenance and Trunk Line Construction and Maintenance. © 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 for the purpose of building new sidewalks and re- 


pairing those now in use. 
13. To see if the town will vote to extend the permanent high- 


way on North Street, from near the junction of Spring Street to 
near the junction of Hanover Street and raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 therefor. 

14. To see if the town will vote to build a permanent highway 
on Main Street from Lafayette Street westerly and raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $10,000 therefor, or borrow the same on the 
credit of the town. 

15. To see if the town will vote to build a permanent highway 
on Washington Street, from the present permanent road near the 
Bush resident, south easterly through the Lattimore Hollow and 
raise and appropriate money therefor or borrow the same on the 
credit of the town. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Sprinkling, Oiling, and Cleaning the streets and 
highways of the town for the year ending January 31, 1925. 

17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the Fire Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1925. 

18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed the sum of $5,000 to be used in building a barn and 
sheds in the rear of the Central Fire Station and for repairing 
the store house on land adjoining. 

19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the use of hydrants for the fiscal year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1925. 

20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed $1,000 to purchase a new set of town scales to re- 
place the ones now in use. 

21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for street lighting for the year ending January 31, 
1925, and pass any other vote relating thereto. 

22. To see if the town will vote to extend the Water Main to 
West Claremont. 

23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow on the credit of the town such sum of money as may be 
necessary, not exceeding $25,000 for the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of the preceeding article and determine the man- 
ner in which the same shall be paid. 

24. To see if the town will vote to extend the street lights from 
the Edgar R. Perkins place on Chestnut Street, to intersection of 
the Unity and Newport Road in Puckershire, so-called and raise 
and appropriate money therefor.

33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,500 for the maintenance and development of Monadnock 
Park. 

34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for the maintenance and development of Moody Park. 

35. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 for the maintenance and development of Barnes 
Playground. 

36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 to carry on the work of the District Nurse Health 
Department. 

37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500 for Milk Inspection.

40. To see if the town will vote to extend the sidewalk from 
Lawton Street to Joy’s Corner on Main Street and raise and ap- 
propriate money therefor.

42. To see if the town will vote to install a Hydrant on Mul- 
berry street at the foot of Bible Hill and raise and appropriate 
money therefor. 

43. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 in aid of the Claremont General Hospital.

appropriate for Memorial Day. 

45. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Band Concerts by the American Band for the en- 
suing year. 

46. To see what action the town will take in regard to the col- 
lection of garbage and refuse and raise and appropriate money 
therefor.

50. To see if the town will vote to instruct its representatives 
to the next General Court to introduce and endeavor to procure 
the passage of an act for the appointment of a police commission 
for the Town of Claremont.

We submit herewith a report covering the maintenance 
and development of Monadnock Park during the past 
year. ; 

The Children’s corner was conducted as in past years 
with an increased number of juvenile patrons under the 
direction of Miss Pauline Hodgman. A summer house 
or shelter was added during the past year, which can al- 
so be utilized by those interested in tennis. 

The tennis courts have also been actively engaged by 
the youngsters as well as the older people. 

The Claremont Sunset Baseball League conducted 
games four evenings a week for about ten weeks. This 
league consisted of four teams representing the Knights 
of Columbus, ‘‘S” Club, City View Club and Sullivan 
Machinery Company. 

No rental was charged for the use of the field owing 
to the fact that the teams were all loccal and the receipts 
from the admission charged was small, being hardly suf- 
ficient to cover the expenses of the teams. 

The shower baths under the grandstand have proved 
to be popular, a total of over 5000 (men, boys and girls) 
utilizing this feature during the summer season. 

The skating rink which is open until 10 o’clock each 
evening with the exception of Saturday and Sunday has 
been taken advantage of by more people than ever, this 
winter. 

The indoor rifle range under the grandstand has been 
very active as in past seasons. 

About 250 feet of open ditch has been permanently 
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covered and many minor improvements made on the 
park this past year. | 

The Monadnock Park Commission requests for your 
consideration the sum of $3,500.00 for the continuance 
of this work for the ensuing year.

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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The circulation of books and magazines for home use 
was the largest in the history of the institution during 
the year 1923. 

About six hundred books have been added and two hun- 
dred more ordered are not yet received. 

There have been the usual number of gifts of bound 
volumes, pamphlets, town and county reports and pro- 
grams of interest received. 

The files of town and telephone directories are not yet 
complete though.so stated by mistake last year. 

The nucleus of a science department was given by the 
heirs of Mr. George Stevens, a collection of minerals. 

The vital statistics since 1887, when first printed in the 
town report are indexed and accessible to anyone inter- 
ested. 

The deaths previous to that date, kept by Mr. Burrill, 
are also indexed. 

Children’s Good Book Week brought a large number to 
visit the library who rarely have occasion to come. 

A cabinet now suitably protects the War Memorial 
Book. Some photographs of the participants in the war 
are on file and more would be welcomed. 

Something over sixty individuals have made gifts to 
the library, all of which are very much appreciated. 

Dr. Mott A. Cummings has given surgical instruments, 
a clinical thermometer (one of the first models), and 
scales used in measuring powders, belonging to his father 
who for many years was a leading physician in Clare- 
mont. The hard-rubber handles forbid the use of the 
instrument today, when sterilization is universal. An 
interesting implement, called a turnkey, once used by 
one of two brother Gleasons, formerly doctors in Clare- 
mont, is one of the curios instruments in the Cummings 
gift. It was used in extracting teeth. 

It would be pleasant to tell of all the gifts received, but

Hydrants 


Two new hydrants have been installed on the dry hy- 
drant system, one at the southeast corner of Tremont 
Square and one at the corner of Broad and Tremont 
streets. The completion of the dry hydrant system, con- 
nected with pumps located in a nearby manufacturing 
plant, places at the disposal of the department a valuable 
adjunct for fire fighting in the business section. | 


Fire Alarm System 


No changes or replacements have been made in the 
system during the past year. This year some lines will 
need overhauling and repairing, necessitating the pur- 
chase of new wire, batteries, and other accessories. 


~ Recommendations: :: 


i would recommend that the town complete the bank 
wall in the rear of the fire station and remodel the Union 
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Aid building, so-called, in the rear of the station, togeth- 
er with the lean-tos, for the purpose of housing the sleds 
and other horse-drawn apparatus formerly kept beneath 
the town hall, this room under the town hall now being 
necessary for the housing of other town property. I 
further recommend that a barn be built for the horses 
now quartered in the central fire station building, there- 
by giving the much needed additional room on the main 
floor of the station where the horses are now kept, also 
doing away with the present disagreeable odor arising 
from the horse stable. I further recommend that these 
horses be kept for emergency use in heavy snowstorms, 
the necessity for this action having been conclusively 
shown by the experience of other New England depart- 
ments in buying back horses to carry them through last 
winter’s storms. Moreover, for the five years and nine 
months from May, 1917, to February, 1924, these horses 
have earned $10,563.21 at a maintenance cost of 
$6,707.92. The profit of $3,855.29 earned by the teams 
during this period shows that they are an asset rather 
than a liability. 


Remarks 


Without the hearty co-operation of all members of the 
fire department and of the citizens of Claremont, the de: 
partment would be unable to maintain its present state 
of efficiency. I am deeply appreciative of this very grati: 
fying co-operation.

Report of Milk Inspector 


During the past year the cattle supplying milk to 
Claremont, have been tuberculin tested again and of the 
1200 cattle only about 20 diseased cattle were found as 
against 209 last year. One hundred and eighteen stores 
or producers are selling milk this year with no serious 
violations, only one license being revoked and that due 
to typhoid fever in the family of the storekeeper. Three 
people have been found selling milk without a license, 
one of them was given a permit and the other two re- 
fused due to not having their cattle tested. A case of 
tuberculosis of the bone in a child, was caused directly, 
according to physicians, from drinking milk of tubercu- 
lar cattle. And right here, let me say that it is the duty 
of every person in town to ascertain from their milk man 
whether or not he has a permit from the Milk Inspector 
to sell such milk and if not report the case at once. 

Samples of milk have been taken and sent to the State 
Laboratory of Hygiene at Concord. All milk has been 
up to standard as far as total solids and fat are con- 
cerned and with but few exceptions clean. It is more 
important for the housewife to examine the bottom of the 
milk bottle for sediment than it is to examine the top of 
it for cream. 

No contagious disease has been attributed to milk sup- 
ply during the past year. 

It is earnestly hoped that all violations of the milk or- 
dinance will be reported to the Milk Inspector at once.
